This is true only to the ex- 
tent that married women may trade or 
practice pro lees ion ally, but uuleaa a spe- 
cial ami costly legal arrangement is 
effected a married woman can only eue 
in her hnphand's name to recover a dobt 
created by her skill cr labor. It, ia this 
provision which has caused the filing ol 
BO many divorce suits iu the last two 
years of hard times. Women 
liavo 


(onnd their husbands unable to support 
them, and have put their own hands to 
the plow, GO to speak, till they have ac- 
quired not only a sense of independence, 
but of marital superiority. It is a bad 
thing for a man to be out of a job, hut it 
ia far worse for n woman to find him 
willing to take his ease while she, ia buf- 
feting with hard times and the cold, 
cruel, work-a-dny world which has been 
shorn of every particle of romance for 
her long, long ago. 


The petition to the state legislature 


which "follows is being extensively cir- 
culated and signed in Fresno. Ihere 
are at leust four copies of it and each 
one has received from sixty to a hun- 
dred signatures. Many of those who 
have signet are women who are Hvinc 
happily and 
contentedly with 
hard 


working husbands, but who have many 
friends and neighbors who are very dif- 
ferently situated. 


Tim petition reads: "We, the utuler- 


eigned, do hereby petition your honor- 
iibly body to enact a law giving married 
women the right to buy ai:d sell, sue 
and be sued, and to transact all business 
and hold property, the same aa if she 
were not married, thereby giving a mar- 
ried woman an equal cham'e with others 
to make an honest Hying, without com- 
pelling her to get n divorce, because Ii 
husband, nn otherwise pood man, can- 
not turn her a living. 


"We consider the present law, not al- 


lowing » married woman to transact 
business, n fruitful eourco of divorces, 
which are wholly unnecessary.'* 


The copy of this petition,'which was 


shown to a" RKITHUCAS reporter yester- 
day, bore 87 (signatures, and about 1C 
per cent of these were the signatures of 
men. 


Mrs. Dr. Anna 
Shemerhorn, well 


known in connection with the Equal 
Suffrage league, explained the situation 
in this way. She said: "In my own 
professional practice I constantly see 
cases where circumstances have forced 
wives to go to work, and yet when 
there is anything duo them and it has 
to bo (-ollected.it is the husband who 
ban to enter suit. I have seen so many 
divorce suits brought on the ground of 
failure to provide, that I am pliul to eco 
n chance of getting the matter before 
the legielature. 
Senator Frank Mc- 


Qowan of llmnboldt will present the pe- 
tition. It works no injustice to worthy 
husbands. My own husband works j BO 
do I, but it IE an unfair thing that if I 
have to sue a patient I can only do BO in 
his name. That is the whole proposi- 
tion, and I am glad to hoar ttiat the pe- 
titions are being so largely signed."
